F a person is bitten by a poisonous 

snake there. are just four things to 

do, and if the tools are at hand they 

should be done at once. This is not 
as formidable as it seems, for all the 
tools are never at hand. 


procedures is -to slash the wound made 
by the snake fangs. This can be done 
with a pocket knife, scissors blade, piece 
of glass—anything which is instantly 
available. The cuts must extend through 
each fang wound. It is better to make 
a cross cut through the fang wound. 
‘The purpose is to get a free flow of blood 
from’*the wound, in the hope that the 
flow will wash the poison. 

The next step is to rub some perman- 
ganate of potash into.the wound if you 
-have it. Never mind ‘about taking time 
to make a solution. The blood will do 
that. Never mind guarding against an 
overdose. You cannot use too much. 
‘The blood neutralizes it. Permanganate 
destroys the poison it touches, but that 
is all. It does not destroy what it does 
‘not touch. It has no power to search 
, Out the poison. But if you find the:.drops 
of poison as plaeed by the fangs and 
| lay the permanganate in it, you will 
destroy it. But quick action is required. 
 Permanganate used more than 15 min- 
utes after the snake bite has been made 
does practically no good.
